Motor Fuel Economy 

Tests carried on at the Experi- 
mental Station at Swift Current 
show that the draft of one-way discs 
and moldboard plows increases very 
markedly with an increase of speed, 
An increase in speed of two miles per 
hour increased the draft of the one- 
way disc by 15 to 20 per cent, of the 
slow speed moldboard plow by 30 per 
cent, and of the high speed mold- 
board plow by over 25 per cent. 

An increase in speed of one and 
one-half times the slower speed re- 
quired twice as many horse-power to 
operate the machine, giving a net 
result that 25 per cent more horse- 
power hours per acre were required 
to till the land in the case of the 
plow and over 10 per cent in the case 
of the one-way. This increase in 
power per acre is a definite increase 
in fuel per acre. Therefore, it is 
economically sound to pull larger 
units at slower rates of speed. Most 
important, however, is the fact that 
the better job of tilling resulted at 
the slower speeds. The soil was pul- 
verized less and the trash anchored 
in the one-way discing at the lower 


speed. 

It was further noted that the high 
speed moldboard plow used could be 
operated one mile per hour faster 
than the slow speed plow, leaving a 
similar job of plowing with the same 
draf :

The 
course will last ten weeks, At the air 
craft repair. depot in Edmonton, there 
are about 100 vacancies for trained 
women and the demand is expected to 
grow as activities increase. The 
course offered is designed to fill these 
demands,

When this province is able to 
supply cancer sufferers with free 
hospitalization and sungery in ad- 
dition to the existing clinic services 
Alberta will become one of the lead- 
ing world centres for the treatment 
of cancer. This was told to doctors in 
annual conventiion at Edmonton by 
Dr. Geo. H. Malcolmson, renowued 
radiologist and director of the Pro- 
vincial Diagnostic Clinic. Dr. Mai- 
colmson said since establishment of 
the free clinics at Calgary and Ed- 
monton, 803 persons had received 
treatment, Only 500 who applied wera 
suffering from cancer, and 265 wil 
receive treatments. 

“The majority who applied to the 
clinics and were found to have can- 
cer, were, on the average, eight 
months too late. There is no hope 
for 26 of these unfortunate people. 
There is a good chance for the 
others,” said Dr. Malcolmson, 

Also speaking on cancer were Dr. 
C. K. P. Routley, general secretaryi 
of the Canadian Medical Association 
Both agreed that early treatment is 
essential for sufferers.

Alberta Normal Schools opened 
September 15, for students 18 years 
old and over, Younger students have 
‘been asked to report Sept. 22. Decis- 
ion to open the schools was made 
after the provincial board of health 
had acted in the poliomyelitis situ- 
uation. It is expected that students 
registered in Edmonton will number 
810 and in Calgary) 215, a total of 
525 for the province. Because of 
military needs, the schools proper 
will not be untilized and classes will 
be held in other buildings, 

For the information of the public 
the Alberta Department of Health 
has issued a statement on sleeping 
sickness, or encephalomyelitis in 
‘horses and humans. A summary fol- 
lows: There are two types, Eastern 
and Western. The Eastern type is 
caused by a distinctly different virus 
than the Wesiern. Clinically, the 
Eastern is much more severe. A wide 
range of animals, including birds, 
may suffer, Man can contract the 
disease from animals. Biting insects 
many transmit it, as may horses by 
contact. 

Sleeping sickness takes about two 
weeks to materiaize after exposure. 
It appears abruptly usually with 
fever of 105-106 F an severe head- 
ache, or generalized aches and pains, 
cramps, vomiting, with or without 
‘bowel movements, Sleepiness sets in 
after three or four days, It is pre- 
ceeded usually by the excitement 
stage— irritability, restlessness, trem- 
ors, muscle twitchings, sometimes 
delirium and convulsions, Light hurts 
the patient’s eyes. With tha Western 
type, about 60 per cent will recover 
after the acute stage; 20 per cent will 
make part recovery over several 
years. Ten to 15 per cent of cases 
will prove fatal,

Western Canada Took The Lead In 
Enlistments 


Figures given by Canada's air 
minister, Hon. C. G. Power, showed 


force radio 
mechanics when an urgent call came 
from Britain a few months ago for 
radlo specialists. 

The air ministry combed the whole 
country and soon obtained all avail- 
able men with training. Then the 
call was issued on April 8 for 2,500 
young men to train for the special | 
radio work. Regina, Saskatoon, Ed-| 
monton and Calgary led all Canada 
in filling the initial quotas, and re- 
ports from all R.C.A.F. recruiting de- 
pots showed that by April 18 there 
had been 1,418 enlistments and 1,134 
pending, a total of 2,552. In 10 days 
then the call was filled. 

Actual figures obtained from the 
air minister showed that both Win-| 
nipeg and Vancouver achieved in-| 
creases of 50 per cent. over the orig- 
inal quotas allotted to them. Win- 
nipeg started with a quota of 200 
on April 8, and two days later the 
recruiting report was 89 enlisted and | 
nine pending. But by April 18 the 
figures showed a big spurt, and there 
were 173 enlistments and 238 ap- 
plications waiting. The authorities 
then raised Winnipeg’s quota to 250 
and on April 28 the standing was 205 | 
enlistments, 257 pending. Later the 
quota was raised to 300 and, as Mr. 
Power said, ‘we got them.” 

Vancouver started with a quota of 
150 and in two days had enlisted 37 
with 11 waiting. By April 18, the 
Vancouver standing was 102 enlisted 
and 15 waiting, rising by April 28 to 
146 enlisted with 54 waiting. The 
quota was raised to 200 and it was 
filled by May 15. 

In both Winnipeg and Vancouver 
heavy enlistments came from uni- 
versity undergraduates it was re-

There is another peculiar “disease” 
of gun barrels It is called “ringing”. 
It is produced when the gun is fired 
while there is something lodged in- 
side the barrel, ‘When that happens, 
the bullet may! not leave the gun. It 
becomes thoroughly packed against 
the obstruction and the tremendous 
volume of the gas, exerting its pres- 
sure upon the ‘bullet and the barrel, 
expands inside of the barre] and 2 
small area in close proximity to the 
obstruction is enlarged, If this hap- 
pened in a shot gun it would bk 
“goodnight” to the gun conceivable 
also to the man who held it, but a 
rifle barre] has tremendous resisting 
power. When it has passed through 
an experience of this kind it will 
never be quite the same again!
